SAN FRANCISCO, July 9.—In the sec- 


ond floor of the Wells-Fargo building, 
four storiea belo wthe scene of the mur- 
der of Caroline Brasch, Coroner T. B. W. 
Leland began his inquest at 9:30 this 
morning. The members of the Jury, of- 
ficials, and police had been transported 
from the morgue In Fell street to the' 
Wells-Fargo building, where they were 
met by Detectives Driscoll and McQualde 
with James Edward Cunningham hand- 
cufCpd between them. 


The company entered the building- from 


the east side and proceeded up the wind- 
ing stairs to the second floor, where the 
jurors and Detective 
McQuaide 
were 


sworn, and Cunningham Instructed as to 
his rights and privileges. McQuaide then 
began to detail the sensational circum- 
stances of the tragic shooting of Miss 
Brasch, illustrating the actions of Cun- 
ningham and his victim, and was assist- 
ed in many points by the murderer, who 
interrupted him when he inadveitently 
mis-stated facts confessed by him. 


Tile jurors were escorted up the stairs 


and long the east corridor to the office 
of Giaj Brothers, where Detective Mc- 
Quaide took the position occupied by Miss

- land water case is a sweeping-victory for-the city;

under the rule of law laid down by the court of 
last resort.

In previous decisions the 


•Supreme Court has asserted that the franchise of 
a wafer company is a property right subject to 
'taxation. The 
Angellotti 
decision plants itself 


squarely on the provision of the State Constitu- 
tion granting to all alike the right to engage in 
the business of supplying water for public use. 
iThus the franchise tax levied on water corpora- 
tions becomes merely a contribution to the munici- 
pal treasury made by the ratepayers in the form- 
of an operating expense of the corporation supply- 
ing water. 


The Court also rejects any allowance for going 


business as an element of value for rate fixing pur- 
poses. Interest losses and other incidental expense 
in creating a plant and establishing a water busi- 
ness are likewise eliminated as elements of value. 
As the Court declares the power of municipal bodies 
representing the ratepayers to determine other ele- 
ments of value and amount of compensation practi- 
cally unrestricted, it can readily be seen that the 
corporations engaged in water supply are reduced 
to a state of complete subjection to political au- 
thority. 


It is to be regretted that the Court did not go 


'further and say what constitutes value in a plant 
devoted to public water service. This has always 
been a bone of contention, but has been left unde- 
termined in all the decisions rendered by the higher 
courts in water rate cases.

abundant harvest and) good prices will speedily 
follow.

bill, but with one exception they represent States 
in, the Middle West and are in opposition to the 
leadership now dominant in the Republican party. 
At least three of the dissenting Senators—La Fol- 
lotte, Cummins and Beveridge—are aspirants for 
the Presidency, While New England demanded 
free raw materials, only one Senator from that 
political division voted with the opposition, and 
he did so on other grounds. It was obvious that 
the demand for free raw materials was inadmissi- 
ble so long as manufactures of leather, cotton 
and wool were taxed on a protective basis. The 
unfairness of the proposition was so apparent that 
it required no refutation. 


On the other hand the producers of wool^coal, 


iron, sugar, rice, lumber, lead, zinc, vfines and 
tropical fruits could not consistently demand pro- 
tection for their products without according it in 
turn to the manufacturing interests.

long as the policy prevails the various interests 
and sections of the countrjs must be treated fairly.

The Supreme Court denies the power of courts 


to determine values or fix the rate of compensa- 
ton, yet it broadly intimates that 53,500.000 would 
have been a fair valuation for the portion of the 
Contra Costa plant utilized in supplying Oakland 
with water, and says a net return of 5.65 per cent 
on that valuation cannot be regarded as either 
unjust or unfair. 
While this is in the nature of 


obiter dicta, viewed from the legal standpoint, the 
statements impress the popular mind as judicial 
findings. Judge Hart's findings fixed the value of 
the plant at $7,000.00 or more and a return of 7 
per cent thereon a fair compensation. To the lay
